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1. Isthere afee required to join SpaceSHIP?
No, there is no fee required

2. Will you provide housing over the course of the internship?
The program is for students who live within 50 mils of JPL; no housing is provided
to SpaceSHIP interns.

3. I live several miles away from JPL. Does the program provide transportation?
Neither SpaceSHIP nor JPL provide transportation. Interns secure their own
transportation to and from JPL each day of the intenship (June 25 to August 3,
2007).
